Detailed Action 

This action is in response to the application filed on 10/10/2006. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-8 & 11-12 are, drawn to a process of financial instrument trading 

II. Claims 9-10 are, drawn to a system that trades financial instruments. 
Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 

shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product. See MPEP § 
806.05(h). In the instant case, the apparatus (system) in inventions I (claims 1-8 & 11-12) can be 
used in a materially different process than that recited in method claims of inventions 11 as 
explained below. 

The apparatus recited in Invention II can be used for (here describe the process that the 
apparatus performs) which is materially different than the process recited in invention I for 
example, (describe the materially different process step(s) which are found in claims 1-8 & 11- 
12 but are distinct and non obvious from the process that the apparatus performs).
